HOSPITALS 


There  is  no  hospital  situated  in  the  district. 

General  cases  arc  admitted  to  Blackpool  Victoria  and  Wcsham  Park 
Hospitals  under  the  control  of  the  Blackpool  and  Fylde  Hospital 
Management  Committee. 

The  Devonshire  Road  Hospital,  Blackpool,  is  used  for  infectious 
disease  cases 5  tuberculosis  cases  use  the  Elswick  Sanatorium,  and 
smallpox  cases  go  to  the  Ainsworth  Smallpox  Hospital,  near  Bury,  which 
is  under  the  management  of  the  Manchester  Regional  Hospital  Board. 


BACTERIOLOGICAL  ELIMINATION 


Facilities  for  the  examination  of  material  in  suspected  cases  of 
diptheria,  dysentery,  typhoid  fever,  tuberculosis,  food  poisoning  etc., 
are  available  to  all  Medical  Practitioners,  at  the  public  Health 
Laboratory,  Preston,  and  Blackpool  Victoria  Hospital,  and  a  full  use 
is  made  of  those  facilities  by  this  Department.

During  the  year,  the  Department  was  able*  to  carry  on  the  routine 
work  of  inspecting  Offices  and  Shops  and  Food  Premises,  and  was  pleased 
to  note  that  a  large  amount  of  work  had  been  carried  out  in  conjunction 
with  initial  visits  to  comply  with  the  appropriate  loglisation.  There 
was  an  overall  improvement  in  connection  with  facilities,  repair  and 
cleanliness  both  in  the  Offices  and  Shop  premises  and  the  Food  premises, 
although,  in  the  older  type  town  centre  shop,  there  is  a  gonoral  difficulty 
of  modernisation  and  facility  provision. 

The  Department  dealt  with  two  houses  in  the  district  which  were 
classed  as  filthy  and  unwholesome,  and  in  one  particular  case,  two  and  a 
half  days  wore  spent  on  removing  approximately  thirteen  wagon  loads  of 
refuse.  In  both  cases  the  cost  of  removal  was  bomo  by  the  Health 
Committee  as  the  house  contents  were  deemed  as  being  filthy.  These  are 
always  distressing  cases  but  as  experienced  in  the  pact,  very  little 
opposition  has  been  received  from  the  occupant  against  the  Departments 
action,  once  under  way. 

Diring  the  summer,  the  town  centre  slaughterhouse  known  as  Cockpit 
Yard  Slaughterhouse  had  its  Slaughterhouse  Licence  revoked  in  the  local 
Magistrate's  Court,  due  to  the  non-compliance  with  the  Slaughterhouse 
Hygiene  Regulations,  and  it  must  be  realised  that  where  old  buildings  are 
used  as  food  premises  and  as  a  slaughterhouse  in  particular,  there  must  be 
a  routine  repair  maintenance  and  decoration  of  the  internal  structure 
throughout  the  year. 

Meat  Inspection  at  the  local  slaughterhouse  involves  weekend  work, 
and  at  the  present  time,  the  Department  has  been  generally  involved  in 
early  evening  inspections  due  to  the  responsibility  of  being  present 
during  the  slaughter  of  animals  and  for  the  immediate  inspection  of  carcases 
and  offal.  No  hours  have  been  fixed  by  the  Council  for  regular  hours 
of  slaughter. 

The  Poultry  Slaughterhouses  in  the  district  now  receive  routine  visits 
for  the  purpose  of  carcase  inspection  and  food  hygiene  in  general,  with  the 
result  that  a  large  quantity  of  unsound  and  diseased  birds  have  been 
rejected  as  unfit  for  human  consumption,  and  proper  hygiene  precautions  in 
connection  with  Poultry  Dressing  are  kept  under  strict  observation. 
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The  internal  structure,  decorations  and  facilities  have  greatly 
improved  since  the  initial  visit  of  the  departments  and  these  businesses 
that  one  could  class  as  a  ’back  yard  business’  are  now  run  on  satisfactory 
hygienic  standards. 


A  total  of  1,927  visits  were  carried  out  during  the  year  involving 
all  aspects  of  Public  Health  work. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  accord  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  of  the 
Health  Committee,  and  the  Council  for  the  co-operation  I  have  received 
from  them  during  the  year.
